FINDS WRECK ON 
FRISUO “ACCIDENT 


Derailment of Texas Special 
Called ‘Unavoidable’ but 


Roadbed Improvement Is | 


Recommended. 


NO MENTION MADE 
OF ‘VANDALISM’ 


Investigators Go to Scene 
After Hearing Testimony 
of Kirkwood Chief and 
Road Officers. 


An inquest verdict of unavoida- 
ble accident, with the recommenda- 


cisco Railroad improve its roadbed 
in the Osage Hills district of Kirk- 
wood, was returned by a Coroner’s 
jury this afternoon in the death of 
six persons in the wreck of the 
“Texas Special” Sunday night. 

The jury had heard testimony of 
officials, Frisco officials who at- 
tributed the wreck to stones placed 
on the track by vandals and had 


Kirkwood and others criticize the 
condition of ties. 


After Coroner O'Connell of St. 
Louis County took them to the 
scene, where they spent 30 minutes 
inspecting ties and rails, they delib- 
erated 40 minutes. 

The verdict made no mention of 
vandalism. 

Chief of Police Schroeder of 
Kirkwood, who had disputed the 
theory that the wreck was caused 
by vandals, injected the testimony | 
about defective ties, asserting that 
between 50 and 60 per cent of the 
ties that had been torn p by the 
derailed train were rotten or in bad 
He said he had pulled 
off pieces which crurnbled easily 
between his fingers. 

Joseph Colter, Kirkwood feed 
dealer and foreman of the jury, 
sought to explain the verdict. “We 
did not mean that the roadbed was 
in an unsatisfactory condition or 


that the Frisco was to blame,’’ he 
said. “We merely recommended | 
that the roadbed be improved as a 
precautionary measure. We were | 
unable to decide what caused the | 
engine to leave the rails.” 

“No Trace of Rock on Track.” 


Schroeder declared he found no 
evidence of rocks on the track, as| 
previous witnesses had said, al-} 
though he did see traces of siden | 
possibly from crushed rock, on! 
the rails where the locomotive left! 
the track. 

Thomas Rose, a Maplewood po- 
liceman, testified he walked the 
ties east of the derailment and 
“kicked off chunks of wood” with 
his feet as he moved along, and ob-:

were loose. 
Cross-examined, he said that in 
the 200-foot section where the ties 
were grooved by the derailed front 
wheels of the locomotive, there was 
no evidence that the ties had bro-| 
ken or had proved weak. Archie 
Kerr, a Kirkwood policeman, said 
he observed “rotten ties” in the 
section torn up by the wreck. 

Examining James A. Rutledge, 
roadmaster, Coroner O'Connell 
brought out that the Frisco had 
reduced the number of men en- 
gaged in track inspection 11 days 
before the wreck as an economy 
measure. Before Aug. 20, Rutledge 
said, a section foreman and two 
section hands made daily inspec- 
tions of the three-mile section. 

Beginning Aug. 20, each of the 
two hands was laid off alternately 
for six days, Rutledge said, so that 
the inspection was made by the 
foreman and one hand. Rutledge 
testified that he returned from nis 
vacation on the day of the wreck 
and made a personal inspection of 
the rails and roadbed seven hours 
before the derailment, finding 
everything in satisfactory condi- 
tion. 

Inspected Track After Wreck. 


Rutledge and P. W. Conley, 
Frisco superintendent of terminals, 
told of inspecting the wreck an 
hour after the deraflment and lo- 
cating the point where the front 
ywuaeels of the locomotive left the 
rails.

French Plane Hovering Over Curtiss Field, Long Island, 
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Made to Brazil in 1927 


Pilots Followed New England Shore After 


Reaching American Continent—Overtook 
Transport Near Boston.

NEW YORK, Sept. 3. — Capt. 

Dieudonne Coste, who had studied 

English for two weeks, was the 

only one of the two French flyers 

last night to make a statement to 
newspzper men at the field on ar- 
rival in the United States, and he 
decidec. at the last minute to make 
that in French. His statement, 

follows: . 
“Our start was <ecided on very 

quickly. We chose a northern 
course. There is always rain and 
snow on the northern course and 
we knew what we were working 
for. After leaving Ireland we had 
much bad veather. If we had 
more tail winds we would have 
been here sooner. As it was it 
took us about 37 hours.” 

Asked what distance he and 
Maurice Bellonte had covered on 
their flight, Coste said it was 
about 4035 miles. 

Ploughing through the handi- 
caps that beset every east-west 
crossing, Coste and Bellonte had to 
detour far south of their Great 
Circle course to escape the fogs 
off the Grand Banks, while all the 
way down the North American 
- coast they encountered fog and a 
low ceili. _ 

This was Coste’s second crossing 
of the Atlantic, however. With his 
former flying partner, Joseph Le 
Brix, in October, 1927, he flew the 
Plane Nungesser-Coli from _ =-St. 
Louis, Senegal, in Africa, to Port 
Natal, Brazil, a distance of 2150 
miles, in 19 hours. 

The flighttewas an arduous one 
from the time the Question Mark 
reached the mid-Atlantic. After 
a perfect take-off with its load of 
1360 gallons of gasoline the sesqui- 
plane roared a high altitude and 
skimmed acrdss France at 100 
miles an hour, crossed the English 
Channel and flew out to sea be- 
yond the tip of Ireland. For a doz- 
en hours the plane kept slightly 
ahead of its schedule as it neared 
mid-ocean. 

Weather Reduces Speed. 

Then the plane slackened pace 
as the weather grew heavier and 
finally, as it grew dusk over the 
mid-Atlantic, Coste turned the 
ship’s nose to the southwest, 
brought his craft almost due east 
of New York, in a wide detour, be- 
fore turning back toward New- 
foundland, all to get away from 
the fog that so _ recently proved 
such a hazard to Kingsford-Smith 
off the Grand Banks. 

Through the night came reassur- 
ing flashes from ships at sea— 
from the Europe, Rochambeau, [le 
de France and Franconia—that all 
was well as Bellonte’s radio an- 
nounced the ship’s progress across 
the ocean. At midnight the steam- 
ship Jaques Carier reported the 
flyers at the lowest point in their 
enforced detour.

Later reports came from the resi- 
dents of Hancock, Me., near Bar 
Harbor, at 3:55 p. m. 

Then over Old Orchard, Me., at

Busses and Street Cars. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
QUR editorials and news articles re- 


garding thé relative merits of street 
cars and busses in city transportation 
appear to me to have overlooked certain 
facts which are of importance in con- 
sidering the possible substitution of 
busses on Natural Bridge and Gravois 
avenues. Leaving out of account the 
doubtful preferences of the riding pub- 
lic, it is obvious that busses are pref- 
erable to street cars wherever the traf- 
fic is light, because of the comparative- 
ly small capital investment, Substitu- 
tion of busses on lines where this condi- 
tion prevails, together with their ex- 
tension into new territory, would. nat- 
urally result in an increase of bus traf- 
fic such as is shown by the figures you 
have cited. But the situation may be 
wholly different where traffic density 
is heavy. On such lines the busses 
ought properly to be charged with the 
destruction of paving which the opera- 
tion ef large numbers of heavy vehicles 
undoubtedly entails. 

Now the calculations of the Public 
Service Co. in contemplating the substi- 
tution of busses for street cars on trunk 
lines involve quite other considerations. 
Where the company provides for street 
cars it must lay its own roadbed and also 
a roadbed for other vehicles which wish 
to use the same space—an arrangement 
which is obviously unfair to car riders. 
Where it operates busses the company 
is furnished with a roadbed by the city 
in return for comparatively small pay- 
ments on its part. Naturally it prefers 
the latter situation. Thus the company’s 
figuring, if the Public Service Commis- 
sion allows it to prevail, may lead to 
results wholly at variance with sound 
municipal economy. It would be re- 
grettable if events were to take this turn 
in cases involving major street car lines, 
and it would seem to be the part of 
wisdom to urge the commission to take 
the actual long-run facts into account 
in rendering its decisions rather than to 
allow the future to be determined by 
temporary financial arrangements. A 
definite policy on the part of the city 
administration, founded upon _ similar 
considerations, seems also to be called 
for.

THE VALUATION DEBATE,._ 


The valuation debate became acute with the O’Fal- 
lon decision. It had taken years after the Smythe- 
Ames case for either the utilities or the people to 


‘ ‘The utilities were first to realize it, and they 
set out to exploit these properties aN over the United 
States. The awakening of the people began when 
they found rates going up everywhere. They were 
further awakened by Prof. Ripley’s book, “Main Street 
and Wall Street.” By the time of the O'Fallon and 
the Baltimore Street Railway decisions, the issue was 
fairly joined. If its importance had not yet fully 
dawned upon the people, it did when the Federal Trade 
Commission began under the Walsh resolution to in- 
vestigate the methods and practices of the utilities. 

This is a great debate, and it is now moving into 
its second phase. In its first phase there was some- 
thing of a confusion of tongues. Many menibers 
of both the Senate and the House at Washington were 
the servants of the utilities. The movement to place 
them there came into the open when Insull sent Col. 
Frank L. Smith down to Washington to be a Senator. 
The bulk of the press was on the side of the utili- 
ties. Economists were bought and paid for. Even 
the public schools were invaded. Not until the Sen- 
ate challenged the nomination of Mr. Hughes and the 
charge was openly made that the utilities were pick- 
ing the pockets of the people did the voices of 
Gifford Pinchot, Senator ‘Norris, Donald Rich- 
berg, Senator Walsh of Montana, Senator Dill of 
Washington, and the Massachusetts Utility Commis- 
sion rise above the tumult. 

The second phase of the debate will not be sa con- 
fused. It will begin within the next 90 days before 
the Interstate Commerce Committee of the Senate, 
which will hold hearings upon the Howell resolution. 
The object of the Howell resolution is to shift the 
valuation formula from its present basis to that of 
investment. In the O'Fallon case the United States 
Supreme Court, through Justice McReynolds, explicit- 
ly set forth that it was merely construing the trans- 
portation act. The court felt that in applying the 
investment formula to the O'Fallon case the Interstate 
Commerce Commission had misconstrued this act of 
Congress. It was therefore plain that if the people 
were to be rescued from the clutches of the utilities 
Congress would have to enunclate a new theory of 
valuation and make clear its intent. There was no 
prospect that Mr. Hoover would liberalize the Su- 
preme Court. 

To clear the intent of Congress is what the Howell 
resolution proposes to do. It proposes to make the law 
Say approximately what the Interstate Commerce 
Commission-.said:- in the O’Fallon case. Until that is 
done, there is no hope of escape from the utilities. It 
does no good to belabor the state commissions be- 
cause their valuations for rate making purposes ate 
exceseive.

The decisions of the United States Su- 
preme Court laid a plain mandate upon the com- 
missions. That mandate can be altered only by action 
of Congress.

This type of kidnaping 
is as yet a new form of crime, and the seizure of 
Soy’s checks for $60,000 Sunday night shows how 
profitable it can be. If kidnapers are successful in 
holding for ransom members of the underworld. they 
will next turn their attention to respectable citizens, 
and so cause a reign of terror. The St. Louis police 
fortunately are alive to the situation and are using 
vigilant means to stamp out the practice before it 
gains a real foothold. 

The relationship between most of the kidnapings 
ang the gambling joints on the Hast Side is another 
factor of commanding interest. [t is over there ap 
parently that the plots are hatched, showing again 
what the results are of unregulated gambling.

Robbery. murder and aj) kinds of 
violence thrive in that sort of atmosphere, and it 
soon becomes a matter of danger not alone for 
Venice, or East St. Louis, or Granite City, but for 
the whole community hereabouts. The people on 
the East Side have a job before them of routing 
out the gamblers and their crimina! hangers-on, and 
the preliminary task to that is to put im office fear 
less and honest officials pledged to make a clean 
sweep of the joints now ranning openly in defiance 
of the law. ,

Con- 
sider that twenty thousand of the twenty- 
four thousand banks now open are in small 
towns and pOSS8cSs an average capital a 
little In excess of forty thousand dollars 
and, hy the record of the past, one may 
gain av idea of what might happen in the 
future. ; 

One remcdy—the one which I am going 
to discuss—is branch banking, the adoption 
of which-on A large seale has been proposed 
in the United States. It has long proved its 
effectiveness in other countries and also, 
to a limited extent geographically, in our 
owh. At present oniy 10 = states permit 
branch banking without restriction, a}- 
though twelve more permit offices in the 
home city and county of the parent ineti- 
tution. The system is forbidden in twenty 


states and the laws of the remaining six 


make no mention of the matter. 

In banks there must be an assurance of 
safety, of usefulness, of convenience, of 
credit capacity, of capability in manage- 
ment, and of permanence. 

. a « 

By virtue of its diversified resources— 
representing loans and investments in the 
various communities and districts in which 
the several offices are located—a branch 
banking organization affords maximum 
safety. 

On the score of usefulness much can be 
said for the branch structure. Since each 
office is but an extension of the whole or- 


‘ganization, it is possible to provide every 


community, no matter how small, with 
complete metropolitan banking facilities, 

The convenience of branch banking is 
fairly obvious. The individual who travels 
from city to city in states where branch 
banking exists may actually take his bank 
with him. He is not constantly bumping up 
against a strong institution with different 
regulations. He knows that wherever he 
may be—within the ftimits of the territory 
which his bank is permitted to reach (and 
why shouldn't it be the entire United 
States?)—-he has a banking connection. 

How does branch banking rate when 
measured by credit capacity, our fourth 
yardstick? 

Here once more branch

banking meets 
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or small, require capable management if 
they are to endure. What does branch bank- 
ing have in its favor in this particular? 
Just this: management means men, and 
men follow two economic invitations—the 
lure of opportunity and remuneration. 
Given identical salaries,.with identical jobs, 
the man in the branch bank has greater op- 
portunity for advancement than hig neigh- 
bor in the unit institution. 

Last in the process of measuring the fit- 
ness of branch banking we come to per- 
manence. The Comptroller of the Currency 


has pointed to nearly five thousand bank’ 


failures in the United States (that is, five 
thousand banks that have gone out of ex- 
istence) and has drawn attention to the 
fact that ninety per. cent of all failures 
were smal] institutions, Yet a small town 
cannot sustain a large bank—cannot make 
it profitable. As a going coneérn, a bank 
is respons'ble to its stockholders for a prof- 
it; if that profit cannot be earned, it will 
not survive.

There is, therefore, a degree of perma- 
netce inherent in the system that i¢ of vital 
importance to the nation’s financial struc- 
ture, 

Nevertheless, through the years there has 
been ready opposition to branch banking— 
especially from those who, from sincere be- 
lief or for selfish ends, have championed 
the causes of the unit bank. 

A final and frequent argument is that, 
because in the nation’s early days banking 
grew up under what is known as the unit 
system (that is, each institution was organ- 
ized under a separate charter, with no par- 
ticular relationship to other banks In other 
communities), it would now be a mistake 
to encourage branch banking, even though 
it might have certain demonstrable advan. 
tages and be better suited to business and 
financial conditions as they exist at present,

NEW YORK, Sept. 3.—The bond 
n.urket crept cautiously higher to- 
day, pushing @ handful of high- 
grade issues to new peak prices for 
the year.

Negro took a white cloth from, 


around Smith’s neck and fled. 

However, Dr. G. W. Phipps, who 
arrived at the house fifteen min- 
utes later in response to a call, 
declared Smith had been dead two 
hours. 

A Coroner’s jury found that 
Smith had died from , causes ,un- 
known. Coroner J. P. Vickery, 
assisted by Drs. Phipps,/Fred Ogil- 
vie and F. R. Atkins, performed 
an autopsy of the body and sent 
the viscera away for chemical an- 
alysis.

FURNACES TO REDUCE SMOKE 


The smoke evil can be _itigated 
under existing conditions only by 
constant vigilance in operating fur- 
naces, and the ultimate solution 
of the problem involves the use of 
smokeless fuels and effective de- 
signs of furnaces consuming soft 
coal, Dean A. ©. Langsdorf of the 
Washington University School of 
Engineering said last night in an 
address f-cm radio station KWK. 

The address was made under 
auspices of the Citizens’ Smoke 
Abatement League, of which Dean 
Langsdorf is secretary. 

“The greatest rosr-ibilities for 
improvement are in residences and 
apartment houses,” he said. “With 
few exceptions industrial plants 
have discovered that smokeless op- 
eration of boilers and furnaces 
means economy. Railroads, too, 
are reducing smoke from locomo- 
tives and can be relied upon to con- 
tinue improvements.”

“We decided, in view of the “fro- 
zen” condition\of business, that it

R. B. Studebaker, cashier, told a 
reporter. “We don’t have any bills 
payable and don’t owe a dime, but 
we decided not’to open today, and 
we have sent for Mlinois State 
banking ials. Until they come, 
we don’t nt to say any.more.” 

The bank was established in 
1904. Its owners and depositors 
are principally Madison business 
men. O. S. Schooley, who has 
lumber and other interests, is presi- 
dent. 

Business depression has been felt 
in recent months in Madison, par- 
ticularly because the American Car 
& Foundry Co. plant has been run- 
ning with a small force since spring. 
Madison is one of the three indus- 
trial cities opposite North St. Louis. 
Directors of the bank, who are 
the chief stockholders, are: Dr.

“Guessed it the first time. The

goods, it’s six a week and cakes and 
that banner flung to the breezes in 
every burg we show. Are you on?” 

I brought my little bag of tricks 
and gave a triad performance in 
the main tent between the morn- 
ing and the afternoon shows. When 
I finished, Jim Berry said: 

“Your act’s O K, son. Your sal- 
ary starts at Nelsonville, tomor- 
row.” 

I have tried to recollect the first 
performance of the Wizard of the 
North, but beyond the memory that 
my table was a soap box covered 
with red cloth and my magic wand 
the stump of an old whip borrowed 
from Pop Samuels, my mind, 80 
far as my debut as a professional 
magician is concerned, is a blank. 

But what followed I have not 
forgotten. A hard lifel The show 
began at 9:30 in the morning and 
did not end till dark. Sometimes 
we gave between 30 and 40 per- 
formances a day. We slept and 
ate in the tent. 

When the fair season ended, we 
played the small halls in the 
Pennsylvania towns. Business went 
from bad to worse and salaries 
were few and far between. What 
money we did take in, Jim Berry 
spent for drink, and Tom Hurd lost 
heart and became indifferent. 

Winter added to: our misery. We 
went to the mountains, and the 
nights and mornings were bitterly 
cold. Finally, conditions became so 
desperate that Pop Samuels, Thar- 
do, Lano and myself decided that 
we could get along without the 
managers, as we were giving the 
greater part of the show and re- 
ceiving no pay for our work. I 
was elected manager of a new or- 
ganization. 

We were in a littlé mountain 
town and the day was 80 cold that 
our breath almiost turned to ice on 
our lips. Each performer packed 
his belongings and the wagons were 
ordered, two for the managers and 
one for the “rebels,” as Jim Berry 


with the managers’ goods, moved 
down the street, Big Hattie Bone

ROM the night he watched, 

fascinated as a boy of 

seven, while Herrmann the 
Great amazed his audience in 
the City Hall in Columbus, Ohio, 
Howard Thurston was deter- 
mined to be a magician. But 
before that came to pass, he 
was newsboy and jockey, trav- 
eled with hobos, riding the rods, 
and once his career almost end- 
ed prematurely as a freight trair. 
rumbled through the night. Still 
a boy, he sold programs at race 
tracks, became ill, was befriend- 
ed by a New York philanthro- 
pist, preached from soapbor pul- 
pits in the Bowery slum$, spent 
three years preparing to be a 
medical missionary, then acce 
dentally saw Herrmann the 
Great again on the street in 
New York and determined afresh 
to become a magician. Of this 
Thurston told in the first two 
articles of a biographical series.

N this way we traveled for three 

months. A heavy snow was on 

the ground, and the days and 
nights were bitterly cold. 

At last spring came. We were 
all ambitious to play under canvas 
again. So I advertised for a tent, 
aes eventually we made arrange- 
ménts with a showman to use his 
tent and seats in return for a half 
interest in the show. 

On the first day of May our 
partner arrived and I felt as Napo- 
leon must have felt when he was 
made First Consul. We went to 
bed early that night so as to be up 
bright and early for the grand pa- 
radé. I remember how delightfully 
warm it was under the tent, on 
which the sun had been shining all 
day. But that night it started to 
rain, and it rained all next day. 
There was no parade and no show. 
The next day it rained; and for al- 
most three weeks the rain fell con- 
tinually. In all that time we gave 
only four performances. 

At length we arrived in Williams- 
port, Pa. The rain ceased and we 
prepared to give our show. The 
six wagoners wé had hired for the 
week, and who were to be paid by 
the day, had not received any 
money and were threatening trou- 
ble. Qur partner had bought the 
tent on a small payment and a 
promise of future installments, 
which, however, had not been 
made, and the original owner came 
to collect. We promised to pay 
what we could from the proceeds 
of the next day’s performance. 

But the next day the floods 
descended and with the rain came 
the Sheriff to attach the show. He 
tacked up a card advertising the 
whole outfit for sale at auction the 
following day. 

I racked my brain to find a way 
out, but every avenue of escape 
was blocked by the burly figure of 
the Sheriff. After dinner I took a 
brisk walk with Lano to town I 
had formed a plan, 

At the railroad station I sent the 
following message: 

Harry Davis, 

Pittsburg, Pa.: 

Can offer you for immediate 
engagement the following acts: 
Pop Samuels with 50 small 
trained animals; Thardo, contor- 
tionist and Mexican knife 
thrower; Lano, sword swallower, 
glass eater, fire king and human 
pincushion; Mile, dé Leon, tat- 
tooed Lady and snake charmer.

middle of the tent, and we sat 
around a trunk playing poker with 
the sheriff. After every jack-pot 
Thardo would pull out a bottle and 
pass it around. We. did nothing 
more than moisten our lips, for 
every drop of that liquor was 
more precious than attar of roses;

HEN we reached Pittsburg,

In a. little Georgia town I met 
Sam Meinhold. : 
small towns throughout the state 
doing Our own advertising and giv- 
ing the whole show Ourselvés, Sam 
playing the zither and I perform- 
ing tricks. In this way we spent 
the winter of 1894-95. We saved 
enough money to pen a fairground 
show. We bought a tent, engaged 
some freaks, and patterned our 
show after the Great London Show. 
Our business was good during the 
fair season, then we worked up 
north into Minnesota. 

Business became bad, and at 
Duluth the show was attached for 
debts. I obtained an engagement 
in a dime museum in Minneapolis. 
This was followed by an engage- 
ment in Butte, Mont., at $60 a 
week, and life looked rosy again. 

I stayed at Butte for a month, 
and then went to Great Falls. A 
manager of a concert hall at 
Boulder, up near the Canadian 
line, offered me two weeks at $70 
a week. 

Arriving at Boulder, I inquired 
for the theater, A frame building, 
two stories high, in front of which 
hung a sign, “Theater and Saloon,” 
was pointed out, and I learned that 
in the daytime the theater was 
used as a pool parlor and also as 
@ poker and faro joint. In the eve- 
ning before the curtain went up, 
the pool tables wére removed and 
the gambling paraphernalia was 
placed at the sides of the hall.

“William T. G. Morton, inventor 
and revealer of anaesthesia inhala- 
tions; by whom pain in surgery 
was averted and annulled; before 
whom in all times surgery was 
agony; since whom science has 
contfol of pain.” 

Few appreciate. the 
nificance of this epitaph. 
Truly, as it is said, before him in 
all times surgery was agony. 

Sincé time immemorial man had 
looked for the magic waters of 
Lethe that would give to the suf- 
ferer forgetfulness of pain. Num- 
erous were the things which the 
ancients employed—the juice of 
the poppy and the extracts of 
hemp and mandragore. 

Before the time of Morton, how- 
ever, no truly effective and non- 
injurious - pain-killer been 
found, Not that Morton was with- 
out forerunners, 

An 1800, to cite but one, Sir 
Humphrey Davy discovered the 
pain-dulling qualities of nitrous 
oxide, now popularly termed 
“laughing gas.” He employed it to 
cure his headachés, and for the ex- 
traction of one of his own wisdom 
teeth. 

Michael Faraday appears to 
have been the first to recognize 
sulphuric ether as an anaesthétic. 
The first demonstration of an- 
aesthesia was held in the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital on Oc- 
tober 16, 1846, when, to an incred-| 
ulous group of scientists, Dr. Mor- 
ton proved that an individual 
could be rendered so insensible to 
pain that all of the surgeon's 
manipulations could not evoke a 
movement of a single miuscle in 
the body. 

We now have a wide variety of 
anaesthetics suitable for use in 
special conditions where physica] 
or other disabilities make the use 
of ether or chloroform inadvisable. 
But robbing surgery of its pain 
stands eternally to the credit of 
William T. G. Morton. :
